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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the art on record fails to 
teach a sender module for transmitting the cipher text trhough the network to a preselected recipient as an attachment to an email 
message. Examiner disagrees. Examiner would point out that Mazzagate (US Patent 6,862,583) teaches transmitting encrypted print 
data from a first peripheral device (i.e., print node, see for example, column 2, lines 21-29, 47-49 column 8 t line 57- column 9, line 22) to 
a second peripheral device (i.e., printer, see column 10, lines 12-38). Examiner would further point out that Mazagatte teaches an email 
program for transmitting cipher text through the network to a preselected recipient as an attachment to an email message [column 6, 
lines 25-31], which meets the claim limitations. 
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
